San Antonio. Jan. 22.—It was be­ 
cause a “state of war existed" be­ 
tween the United States and Mexj- 
eo that .Mexicans convicted of m ur­ 
der and bridge burning on 
the 
American side of tne border were 
, restored to their own country 
as 
free men. John A. Valls today told 
the senate sub-committee investi­ 
gating the Mexican situation. 
Valls is the district attorney of 
the forty-ninth district of Texas. 
H e prosecuted Mexicans captured 
after the raid on San Ignacio in 
1916 and secured their conviction. 
They were sentenced to 
death. 
The court of criminal appeals on 
April 19. 1917. decided the lower 
court had no jurisdiction since at 
th e tim e of th e ir assault and cap­ 
tu re “a state of war existed be­ 
tween the United States and Mexi­ 
co." Judge Valls declared the raid 
w as under provisions of the plan 
of San Diego, which had for one 
of its objects the separation of six 
states from the United States he 
subm itted docum entary evidence to 
show the raids were planned and 
carried out by men of C arranza’s 
army. 
The raid on San 
Ignacio 
in 
which several American 
soldiers 
were killed and bridges burned 
was preceded by an interview' b> 
Lieut. Kyle Rucker, of the Ameri­ 
can arm y and Zapata, com m ander 
of the C arranza 
garrison 
* just 
across the boundary line. 
Zapata promised to send a force 
to interrup t the bandits th at were 
known to be moving to the border. 
The evidence Valls said 
showed 
Zepata himself led the raiders the 
next night. 
O ther officers with 
the party, he testified, w ere from 
the C arranza army. 
“This thing 
was done," the w itness said, re­ 
ferring to carrying out of 
the 
plan to raid the A m erican border,” 
w ith the knowledge, 
approbation 
and consent of the C arranza gov­ 
ernm ent anti not a finger 
was 
raised to prevent it." 
He added th at the raiders “con­ 
sorted freely," with the men of 
the C arranza garrison. 
Gen C an­ 
dide 
Aguiler. 
brother-in-law' 
of 
Carranza. Valls said, was m ention­ 
ed prom inently iii the official in­ 
vestigation of the raids as having 
encouraged the raiders. 
A part of the Zimmerman notes 
to C arranza during the war was 
read into the record as an indica­ 
tion th a t between the German plan 
and the plan of San Diego there 
existed a certain relation. 
The 
witness said he had heard of num ­ 
erous cases of German plotting 
along the border. 
Supplementing the testim ony of 
Valls Chairm an Fall 
announced 
the intention of the com m ittee to 
place in the record a report to the 
state departm ent of a 
implicating iii the plot 
and others prom inent 
in addition to minor 
and a few' Japanese.

ATTORNEY GENERAL 
FAVORS A NEW 
SEDITION RILL 


By Associated P ress. 
W ashington, Jan. 22.—Disapprov­ 
ing both the Sterling and Graham 
sedition bills. Attorney General Pal­ 
mer. in a letter to Chairm an Cam p­ 
bell of the house rules committee, 
proposed 
a new* measure, 
which 
would provide fines not exceeding 
$10,000 and im prisonm ent of not 
more than 2o years for persons a t­ 
tem pting to overthrow the govern­ 
ment, or acts of violence against 
the government, or its employes, 
while in discharge of their official 
duties. 
The m easure also would prohibit 
writings or teachings, which con­ 
stitute sedition. 
The bill 
says 
that “whoever with intent to levy 
w ar against the United States or 
to cause the change, overthrow' or 
destruction of the governm ent iii 
any of the law s, or authority there­ 
of. or to cause overthrow' or de­ 
struction of all forms of law', or 
organized 
government, 
or to op­ 
pose, prevent, hinder or delay exe­ 
cution of any law of the United 
States, or the free perform ance by 
the United States government, or 
any act of terroism . hate, revenge 
or injury against the person, or 
property against any officer, agent 
or employe of the United States 
shall be deemed guilty of sedition." 
The G raham 
bill provides 
the 
death penalty in cases of loss of 
life due to active violence against 
the governm ent, and these p'fovi­ 
sions have been attacked as too se­ 
vere. 
T he Sterling hill is attacked 
because it wTas said it would set up 
a press censorship iii peace times. 
The letter of Mr. Palm er was read 
after Samuel Gompers had assail­ 
ed the Sterling and G raham m eas­ 
ures, which, he declared, would op­ 
press all classes of labor and stifle 
any move to change the constitu­ 
tion. 
Even moral force such as organi­ 
zation by orderly mass meetings, 
he said, w'ould be punishable.

Resolutions Adopted. 
Cameron 
Mo., Jan. 22.—Before 
recessing last afternoon after a 
deadlock to nom inate a candidate

democratic convention adopted res­ 
olutions indorsing the Wilson ad­ 
ministration 
and deploring 
“the 
fact th at the United States senate 
has not ratified the treaty of peace 
and adopted the League of N a­ 
tions covenant." 
The resolutions in part follow’: 
“We deplore the fact th at the 
United States senate has not ra ti­ 
fied the treaty of peace and adopt­ 
ed the League of Nations. 
The 
conditions which preceded and led 
up to the world w ar were intoler­ 
able, and it rem ains for liberty-lov- 
loving people to prevent recurrence 
of these conditions by an agree­ 
m ent between nations. 
“Ample machinery has long ex­ 
isted in this and other countries to 
arbitrate and adjust differences be­ 
tween individuals, communities and 
states, but it rem ains for the U nit­ 
ed States and other nations by con­ 
certed action to provide necessary 
machinery, so far as humanly pos­ 
sible, for the adjustm ent of inter­ 
national disputes without w'ar. 
“W ith 
the League 
of Nations 
adopted it will not be necessary to 
again send our boys across the seas 
to suffer and die, because no nation 
will act iii defiance of the agree­ 
ment of the leading nations of the 
world for the arbitration of dis­ 
putes without war. 
No claim is 
made by anyone, or ever has been 
made, that the League of Nations 
is perfect, but, like the constitu­ 
tion of the United States, as origi­ 
nally 
adopted, 
it may 
require 
am endm ent, as experience develops 
the necessity of changes."

So far there 
has been over 20 inquiries sent to 
the local office concerning parcels 
which were never received in Se­ 
dalia. 
Every package received dur­ 
ing the C hristm as rush was deliv­ 
ered to the recipient here with the 
exception of one. This package con­ 
tained some 
handworked 
cloth 
goods. 
Thro was no address on the 
package either forward or return, 
but in the box which was opened 
was found a card bearing the fol­ 
lowing inscription, “From Mrs. Em ­ 
ma Hall to Mrs. H unter." 
The 
package is being held at the local 
postoffice. 
This year there are very few 
claims being received for damaged 
parcels. 
However, in some 
in­ 
stances where parcels have been 
mailed from a distance which were 
perishable goods, but which were 
not so marked on the box, have 
been spoiled. 
The heavy rush of “tracers" us­ 
u ally comes several weeks after 
Christm as, when those who sent 
presents discover that their friends 
never received the articles.

WOULD PUT TAX 
ON PURCHASES OF 
OVER TWO DOLLARS

Newark, N. J., Jan. 22.—Abolition 
of the excess profits tax and sub 
stitution therefor of a tax of I per 
Vent on all purchases exceeding $2, 
to be paid by the purchaser, w'as 
advocated by Otto H. Kahn. New 
York banker, here yesterday iii an 
address before the Association of 


Credit Men. 
Kahn characterized the excess 
profits tax as “freakish" and “bane­ 


ful in its influence." and blamed its 
operation in large m easure for the 
high cost of living, industrial and 
economical dislocation and social 
discontent. 
“I always favored a progressive 
income tax." said Kahn “and would 
not advocate any scheme of taxa­ 
tion winch would spare wealth. The 
upper scale of our surtaxes is. how­ 
ever, so extrem e th at it has de­ 
feated its own purpose by driving 
capital into tax-exempt securities. 
The result is that our investment 
m arket has largely ceased to func­ 
tion. w’hich fact is in considerable 
part responsible for our present 
strained money and credit position, 
and is a menace both to our domes­ 
tic and foreign trade." 
Kahn declared the only hope for 
the necessary financing of Euro­ 
pean industry lay with private capi­ 
tal. and that unless the present sur­ 
taxes were removed private capital 
could not provide the funds. 
He 
c h a rac te re d as “a delusion" the 
current belief that mere ratifica­ 
tion of the peace treaty by the 
United States would set in motion 
a free flow of American credits to 
Europe. 
Discussing 
the proposal for a 
tax on purchases, Kahn recalled 
that the scheme was employed suc­ 
cessfully during the civil wrar and 
estimated that such a tax would 
produce from $2,000,000,000 to 4,- 
500,000,000 
a year, 
according to 
whether it were applied to whole­ 
sale transactions as well as retail 
purchases. 
In the event it was ap­ 
plied only to the latter, he said, a 
graduated scale should be put into 
effect ranging from I per cent on 
small pYirchases to perhaps IO per 
«*ent on large ones. 
He expressed the belief that such 
:» tax would produce sufficient reve­ 
nue to perm it abolition of the in­ 
come taxes on incomes under $4000 
a year. 


London. Jan. 22.—Tthe Evening 
Standard 
reports that Holland’s 
reply with regard to surrender of 
the former German emperor says 
it is impossible to grant extradition 
at the call of a third country, if his 
own country does not demand ex­ 
tradition. 
Reply Being Prepared. 
T^he Hague. Jan. 22.—The reply 
of the Dutch government to the de­ 
mand of the allied powers that the 
formdk* German emperor be given 
up to them for trial, is being draft­ 
ed and will be forwarded some time 
this week to the Dutch minister at 
Paris for communication to the al­ 
lies. 
Although Holland 
will 
refrafti 
from intim ating the text of the re­ 
ply until it is delivered, there is 
apparently no cause at the present 
time to make any change in the 
prediction that the Dutch govern­ 
ment will decline to accede to the 
demand. 
The Associated Press was in­ 
formed today by a high official that 
the former German em peror had 
been in no way consulted about the 
reply nor had he even been offic­ 
ially informed of the demand for 
his extradition. 


ASQUITH TO SEEK 
REELECTION IN PARLIAMENT

arising out of the death of Sir J. 
McCallum. 
The local liberals adopted As­ 
quith as their candidate last night. 
There is already a labor candidate. 
J. M. Biggar, iii the field, and as 
the coalitionists had previously de­ 
cided not to contest the seat if As­ 
quith were selected there is likely 
to he a straight fight between the 
liberal and labor candidates unless. 
as is considered improbable, the 
unionists run a candidate. 
In view of the result of the re ­ 
cent Spell Valley (W est- Hiding of 
Yorkshire) bi-election wdien the la 
I lo rites, Tom Myers, won over the 
liberal c andidate, Sir John Simon, 
former home secretary, aud furth 
cr because at the general election 
Hr. Biggar was very few' votes be­ 
hind McCallum. the struggle should 
prove an exciting one. 


DENIAL IS MADE BY 
CHAIRMAN CUMMINGS 


Washington, Jan. 22.—Chairman 
Cummings of the democratic na 
Mona! com m ittee yesterday made 
public a letter to the editors of the 
New York Tribune denying state­ 
ments in that newspaper that the 
committee planned “to raise a fund 
of 20.000,000 for this year’s presi­ 
dential campaign." 
"At no time and under no circum ­ 
stances," said Mr. Cummings, “has 
the chairm an of the democratic na­ 
tional committee or any one else 
authorized to speak for the finan­ 
cial departm ent of the committee, 
made any statem ent indicating that 
it was tho purpose of the dem ocrat­ 
ic national committee to raise a 
fund of $20,000,000 for this year’s 
presidential campaign. 
“Such a fund could not be raised, 
and could not be properly used if 
raised. 
Our purposes have been 
plain and unmistakable. 
We seek 
only enough 
campaign 
contribu­ 
tions to enable us to conduct a le­ 
gitim ate campaign and to present 
our cause adequately to the people. 
“It is* very likely that effective 
campaign work w'ill be more expen­ 
sive this year than in any previous 
year in our political history. 
This 
will he due not only to the higher 
cost of printing, distributing and 
clerical assitanee. bu* also because 
of the enormous increase in the 
voting population, growing out of 
the granting of suffrage to women. 
I see nothing improper in financing 
the campaign of a political party 
through 
popular 
subscriptions. 
Surely, it is far better than to a t­ 
tem pt such work through the con­ 
tributions of a few."
